woman's farmer-husband, was the sub- 
stance of the testimony of ‘cur wit- 
nesses called by the state this. after- 
noon in an endeavor to show that the 
two defendants in the sensational 
“love conspiracy” 
opened before Judge W. D. Blair, of 
the Blue Ridge circuit, today. plotted 
to murder ID. D. Bullard. 

One of the witnesses, Quillian Tet- 
ty, neighbor of the Bullards, told the 
jury how he had come to the back 
door of the Bullard home one morn- 
ing in November and had surprised 
Mrs. Bullard and Edwards in an ar- 
dent embrace. The other witnesses 
told of frequent visits they had seen 
Edwards make to the Bullard home 


. in the husband’s absence and of Ed- 


wards’ admission of illicit relations 
with his neighbor's wife. 
Boys and Girls Barred. 

Forewarned of the nature of the 
evidence, Judge Newton Morris, 
counsel for Edwards, fought desper- 
ately to have the testimony of Tetty 
and other character witnesses ruled 
out, but Judge Blair admitted the 
evidence on the ground that it would 
tend to show motive. While these 
Witnesses gave eviderice Judge Blair 
gave orders for young boys and girls 
to be cleared from the court room. 

In the hard legal battle which 
raged all day between Solicitor

Oklahoma City, Okla., October 3.— 
Governor J. C. Walton’s attack on the 
legality of yesterday's election on a 
constitutional amendment to permit 
an impeachment session of the state 
legislature was in full swing tonight 
with more than a third of the returns; 
in the state not yet tabulated. 

His first gun in the after election 
fight was fired today when he sought 
and obtained in state district court 
a temporary restraining order prevent- 
ing the state election board from cer- 
tifying the returns to the secretary of 
state. 

Hearing on the application to make 
the order permanent was set October 
9. Observers on both sides anticipated 
a lull in the contest between the gov- 
ernor and the legislature until then. 

The order was granted by Judge 
| ote G. Chambers, Jr. an appointee 
| of Governor Walton. 4 

In his application, the executive al- 
leged thé @leétion Was illégah because , 
the proposed constitutional amend- 
ments submitted were not properly ad- 
vertised before the election. He de- 
clared that thousands of armed special 
deputies commissioned by sheriffs 
throughout the state had intimidated 
voters and that this, combined with 
alleged influence exerted by the Ku 
Klux Klan had kept more than 200,- 
000 persons from the polls. 

McBee and Walton at Odds. 

Close advisers of the governor de- 
clared the election yesterday could 
not be regarded as a repudiation of 
him. They said that in the general 
election ef 1922, more than 500,000 
votes were cast, while in yesterday's 
election they estimated the total vote 
will not exceed 300,000 when the of- 
ficial count is made. They explained 
that they expected 75,000 of the votes 
cast to be against the amendment. 
This they pointed out, would leave 
only 225,000 cast by the Ku Klux 


' Klan and their adherents, making the ; mentum

Government Leaders 
Blame Poincare for Roy- 
alist Putsch Which Pres- 
aged Fall.

Berlin, October 3.—Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann and the members of his 
ministry resigned from office tonight. 
President Kbert then called upon the 
retiring chancellor to form a new 
cabinet. 

The Stresemann government retired 
from office with the relinquishment of 
passive resistance in the Ruhr and 
the Rhineland as the only active ac- 
complishment to its credit. While 
criticism of its-usefulness on this 
score would seem to be not entirely 
fair, in view of the hopelessly tangled 
legacy assumed by it as the succes- 
sor of the Cuno ministry, the Strese- 
mann coalition in its political compo- 
sition was such as to preclude in the 
long nun any hope of productiveness 
in the nature of financial and ecun- 
omic reforms, on account of the «on- 
flicting cutrents which hampered its 
deliberations. 

With a theoretical socialist in the 
ministry of finance and af industrial- 
ist party man as minister of econom- 
ics, one chronic point of friction wag 
promptly established. It ied to the 
retirement yesterday of Hans Ven 
Raumer, who held the latter post, as 
he had apparently wearied of car- 
rying en a running cebate with Dr. 
Hilferding on financial and economic 
| dogmas. 

Many Other Laughs. 

This was only one of the several 
minor paradoxes with which the 
Stressmann ministry was handicapped. 
The chancellor's well known optimism 
wg" praised as useful asset when he 
assumed office, was unable to over- 
come the Sisyphean task of getting 
an: economically and politically mori- 
bund Germany back on its feet. 

M. Poincare, the French premier, is 
blamed by the German government 
and the reichstag leaders for the col- 
lapse of Chancellor Stresemann’s 
coalition government. If Poincare had 
given the slightest indication of a re- 
ciprocal attitude in response to Ger- 
many'’s abandonment of passive re- 
sistance official and political quarters 
believe that Dr. Stresemann’s posi- 
tion would have been measurably 
strengthened, inasmuch as it would 
have been spared the nationalist on- 
slaught, which not only gained mo- 
through the unconditional 
Ktuhr surrender, but also from the 
swiftly collapsifig internal situation. 

Both factors sufficed to knock the 
prop from under the cabinet, whose 
advent as a “big coalition govern- 
ment” was acclaimed less than seven 


weeks ago as presaging internal re- 
construction, as well as progress in 
the foreign situation.

Plans Based on Spring 
Maneuvers of the Battle 
Fleet To Center in At- 
tempt on Panama Canal. 


Washington, October 3.—Army, 
navy and marine corps will act fo- 
gevher in January, 1924, for the first 
time in working out a war game if 
the program tentatively approved by 


the navy department for the sprirg 
maneuvers of the battle fleet is exe- 
euted. 

Operating from the Island of 
Culebra, in the Caribbean, the most 
complete naval force organized under 
the American flag since the world 
war, will defend the eastern ap- 
proaches of the Panama Canal. Prior 
to the final phase of the canal, how 
ever, the combined fleets will ksave 
carried out over a period of ten to 
twelve weeks, the various stages of a 
“problem” drawn up by the joint 
army and navy board after survey of 
the position of the United States in 
relation to its potential enemies. 

A marine expeditionary force, fully 
equipped, will be rushed to Culebra 
on transports to take part in the 
land maneuvers, and the army will te 
given am opportunily to try out the 
improved defenses of Panama. Avi1- 
tion arms of both services are to be 
in unprecedented force, 
the ZR-1 heing included in the air 
contingent scheduled to participate. 

Long Cruise First. 
As in the case of the last fleet

SINESS BARRED 


Washington, October 3 —National 
banks may establish biancheg within 
the cities of their location for the re- 
ceipt of deposits and tue cashing of 
checks, but such branches may not 
engage in a general banking busi- 
ness, Attorney Generali Daugherty 
holds in an opinion just submitted to 
Comptroller of the Currency Dawes. 
_ Explaining the opinion today to the 
joint’ congressional baking commit- 
tee, Mr. Dawes said pe was of the 
opinion that branches for the per- 
formance of even thes« limited func- 
tions could not be established in lo- 
ealities where the sta.e laws or prac- 
tices prohibit state panks from ren- 
dering similar services. 

_ Discussing the branch banking bus- 
iness at length, the comptroller de- 
clared that the development of such 
banking, unless curoed, wiijl mean 
the destruction of the national banks 
and of the federal reserve system and 


the substitution of a bighly central- 


ized privately controil-d reserve sys- 
tem. He urged that the federa! re- 
serve board be given power to refuse 
admission to the reserves system of in- 
stitutions, engaged in general branch 
banking and to curb further exten- 
sion of this princip'e by member 
banks. 

Charles S. Hamlin, a member of 
the federal reserve ieoard, told the 
commission that the board was pre- 
pared to recommend to congress as a 
means of inducing state banks in ru- 
ral communities to join the federal 
reserve system that such banks in 
fixing a basis for tic computation 
of their reserves be permitted to de- 
duct from their deposits checks in 
process of collection from- reserve 
banks. This would serve to reduce 
the reserve requirement, he said, sdd- 
ing that many banks refrained from 
joining the system because _ they 
thought the amount of reserves de- 
manded by law was too high. 


Banks to Withdraw. 

New York, October 3.—Charles FE. 
Mitchell, president of the National 
City bank, today. preaicted that nu- 
merous national banks would with: 
draw from the nationai banking field 
if the ruling by Attcrney General 
Daugherty tnat national banks are 
prohibited by law from maintaining 
branch banks should be upheld. 


NOT TO AFFECT 
ATLANTA BANKS. 

According to statements made by 
officials of lecal banks on Wednes- 
day night, it is not anticipated that 
the ruling in reference to national 
banks conducting branches in their 
own cities, reported above, will have 
any effect on Atlanta banks. 

Two national banks here maintain 
branches, the Atlanta National ana 
the Fourth National. The Citizens & 
Southern, which also has branch of- 
fices, is not a national bank, but 
operates under the state banking laws. 

In the first place, local bankers 
pointed out, it is not likely in any 
event that such a ruling as that made 
by Comptroller Dawes would be made 
retroactive. The opinion to which 
he refers was made by Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty during the administra- 
tion of Comptroller Crissinger and 
local banks have complied fully with 
it, as interpreted by Mr. Crissinger. 

bserve State Laws. 

All banks here have likewise com- 
plied with every requirement of.the 
state -banking laws and therefore it 


‘is not believed that any move would 


be made by the comptroller to inter- 
fere with them. 

It was also pointed out that there 
is at present a case pending in the 
courts on the subject of branch bank- 
ing, coming from Missouri. This, 
however, is under very different cir- 
cumstances from the local situation 
and local bankers were of the opinion 
that the views given out by Mr. 
Dawes on Wednesday in Washington, 
were probably made with the Mis- 
souri situation in mind. 

There are, it was also stated, many 
other instances of branch banking in 
the United States outside of Georgia.

In United States 


Shows Increase 


Washington, September 3.—One di- 
vorce to 7.6 marirages in the United 
States last year, is the record dis- 
closed today by the census bureau’s 
mariage and divorce survey, the first 
since 1916, when there was only one 
divorce to almost 9.3 marriages. 
There were only one-fifth more di- 
vorces and about one-fiftieth fewer 
marriages per 100,000 of population 
last year than in 1916. The statistics, 
which include figures for every state, 
were issued without comment. 

There were 1,126,518 marriages re- 


corded last year, while in 1916 there 
were 1,040,684, showing a numerical 
increase of 85,734. To every 100,000 
population, however, iuere were only 


/1,0383 marriages in 1922, as compared 


with 1,055 in 1916, a decrease of 2.05 
per cent. 

Maryland led in the marriage rate 
with 1,539 per 100,000 of population. 
Arkansas was second with 1.487, Fic~- 
ida third with 1,463, and Mississipp? 
fourth with 1,454. North Dakoia, 
with 575, had the lowest rate. 


Divorces granted last year totaled 
148,554 for the whole country, against 
112,036 in 1916; inerease of 36.518. 
To each 100,000 of population there 
was 136 divorees last year, as cot- 
pared with 112 in 1916; an increace 
of 21.4 per cent. 

Texas led the country in the num- 
ber of divorces in 1922, with a-totai of 
12,399, which was one-fifth of the 
number of marriages tn that state, Il- 
linois was second in the number of 
divorees, with 10,995: Ohio third with 
10.182,- and California fourth with 
9227. ; 

South Carolina reported no divorces, 
as its laws permit none. The District 
of Columbia had the smallest number.

Smith, asking for information on 
«rops and credits in Georgia, in cr- 
der to secure authentic information 
on which to base a speech Mr. Smith 
had been called on to make in cne 
of the larger cities of the east. 

In asking for the information, Mr. 
Smith says “I know of no one in all 
Georgia who is so weil posted as to 
the actual conditions of our present 
crops (especially cotion and corn 
crops) as yourself nor jo I know eny- 
one anyw whose report on auch 
conditions, as they aciually exist I 


than such a report coming direct 
from you.” 
$240,000,000 Crop Value. 

In his reply, Comm ssioner Brown 
states that if present prices remain, 
the total value of Georgia crops for 
1923 will be approximately $240,- 
000,000, an increase over 1 when 
the total value was $211,009.000, and 
over 1921, when it wae $177,986,000. 
That the 1923 values will even ex- 
ceed the figure given above is prob- 
able, says the commis«soner, by rea- 
son of the anticipatcd increase in 
prices caused by orderly and cooper- 
ative selling, which has made won- 
derful strides in this s.ate. 


Cotton remains the biggest money 
— says Mr. Brown, the 1923 crop, 
inclutling seed, being expected to y.eld 
an aggregate sum in eacess of $120,- 
000,000. Other crops mre rapidly tak- 
ing their place as important reve- 
nue producers, however, the following 


been most successfully grown: Corn, 
wheat, oats, rye, potatoes, sweet po- 
tatoes, tobacco, rice, hay, sorghum 
syrup, peanuts, apples, peaches, pears, 
sugar cane and various kinds of feed 
crops. 

Replace Cotéon Crop. 

These crops have largely been cul- 
tivated to take the piace of cotton 
as a result of the ravages of the boll 
weevil, the type of crop raised vary- 
ing, of course, with the locality. 

ecans are named as an important 
south Georgia product, with thousands 
of acres of new groves planted and 
the industry rapidly growing into first 
importance. The total value of this 
erop last year is placed at over 
$2,000,000. 

The corn yield in Georgia has been 
considerably increased of recent 
years. The state will probably pro- 
duce this year around 51,000,000 
bushels, There was also produced in 
1923, in addition to the corn, about 
300,000 tons of forage from corn tops. 
An estimated value of $1.50 per hun- 
dred is placed upon this.

Of this, 
somewhat over 9,000,000 pounds 
comes from the new bright leaf area 
in southern central Georgia, about 
| 2,500,000 pounds from the cigar to- 
)bacco area of southwest Georgia and 
the balance from ecattered areas of 
bright tobacco in north Georgia. It 
has so happened this year that th» 
jbest tobacco sections were those 
‘| where the cotton crop has been almost 
a complete failure, this crop thus 
proving a life saver in many parts of 
the state. 


Poultry production has made won- 
derful strides recently, the increase

Coop Bodies Help. 

The various cooperative associa- 
tions, Mr. Brown points out, handling 
cotton, peanuts and Georgia cane syr- 
up, have announced that they have 
made ample arrangements to take 
care of their members in a financial 
way. The Georgia Cotton Growers’ 
Cooperative association has _ stzted 
that it will advance to its members 
$75.00 per bale on cotton at time 
of delivery; the Peanut association 
will advance $60.00 per ton on peanuts 
(last year, before this association was 
organized, the price of peanuts at the 
opening of the season was only $60 
per ton.) The Syrup association is 
ready to take care of members and 
make necessary loans to carry on 
their business. Aside from these as- 
sociations, bankers, warehousemen 
and farmers are experiencing no diffi- 
culty, as a general rule, in getting 
loans on crops that are in merchant- 
able condition. 

Credit Conditions Good. 


While admitting that in some sec- 
tions there have been almost total 
crop failures where, of course, the 
situation is not so good, Mr. Brown 
asserts that, on the whole, the credit 
conditions are fairly good. The 
farmers of Georgia have not yet whol- 
ly recovered from the period of de- 
flation which started in 1920, he 
says, and it will take years to over- 
come the effects of this deflation, 
coupled with the almost simultaneo2s 
attack of the boll weevil.

OF CANNED HEAT 


Albany, Ga., October 3.—Albany 
drug store and grocery store proprie- 
tors, seven of whom were indicted by 
the grand jury in Dougherty county 
superior court yesterday on charges of 
violating the prohibition law in con- 
nection with the sale of “canned heat,” 
were explained today that they had no 
intention @f violating either the state 
or federal laws and that they con- 
sulted officers before making the 
sales. 

C. D. Robinson, one of the most 
prominent druggists in Albany and one 
of the defendants, declared that he 
consulted Albany police officers and 
United States district court officers as 
soon as he discovered that his sales of 
“canned heat’ were in excess of what 
is normally required for cooking: pur- 
poses. George lk’, White, United States 
commissioner, Robinson’ said, sent 
samples of the product to the govern- 
ment chemists at Washington and 


these ruled that the product did not} 


violate the Volstead act. His sales, 
which has been suspended in the mean- 
time, were then resumed, the druggist 
declared. 

Other dealers declared that they had 
consulted state officers and had been 
told that there was no law against 
the sale. They urged that the “canned 
heat,” which is a mixture of paraffin 
and aleohol, is not within itself a bev- 
erage and that this has to be pro- 
cessed before it can be used as such. 
Grand jurors stated, however, that all 
required in the way of processing is 
to squeeze the alcohol from the paraf- 
fin. It is aiso a contention of the 
state that the product is not alone in- 
toxicating, but that it is dangerous 
and likely to produce blindness. 

During the last six months the sale 
of this product in Albany has in- 
creased at least tenfold, it is estimated. 
It is said that & negro who had lived 
in Chicago taught local negroes to 
use it as a beverage and that the prac- 
tice of drinking “canned heat” spread 
to members of the white race with the 
result that drug stores and grocery 
stores sold it faster than they could 
get it. More than half of the cases of 
drunkenness in Albany in the last 
several months has heen caused by 
“caned heat,” police officers declare. 

In addition to indicting local deal- 
ers, the grand jury also returned an 
indictment against the Theroz Manu- 
facturing company, of Lawrenceburg, 
Ind., which manufactures the product. 

It is believed in some quarters that 
the indictments were returned largely 
as a test in an effort to break up the 
sale of a product that makes violations 
of the prohibition law easy, even if 
the product itself does not constitute 
a violation.

Powers was called by the state to 
show Gleason’s connection with the 
bunco operations, and to identify cer- 
tuin memoranda and documents found 
on Gleason’s person at the time of his 
arrest. He testified that Gleason had 
feted as “steerer” at the “exc!:ange”’ 
on West Peachtree street and recount- 
ed the transaction in which Wade 
Lamar and M. E. Holly were swindled 
out of $11.500 during the operations 
of the syndicate in Atlanta. 

Says Gleason Took Money. 

According to Power's testimony, 
which was corroborated by Lamar, 
who followed him on the stand, Glea- 
son had taken charge of the sum of 
noney brought to the “exchange” on 
West Peachtree by Lamar and Holley. 

Lamar stated that he was approach- 
ed by Reno Hamlin, who is under 
sentence at the state farm in con- 
nection with the same case, in the 
Terminal station, during November, 
1920, upon his arrival in Atlanta from 
Birmingham, Ala. Later they met 
Abe Powers who took them to the 
‘exchange” on West Peachtree street. 
Powers told him, Lamar stated, that 
he represented a large “horse racing 
association.” 

Later Powers solicited financial aid 
frum both Hamlin and Lamar, the wit- 
ness testified. Hamlin, who Lamar 
said gave his name at the time as 
Moore, consented to help. Lamar tes- 
tified that he informed Powers that 
he would be unable to ra‘se any money, 
but that a day or so later he told a 
iriend of his, M. E. Holley, that Pow- 
ers would “win” him $7,000 if he could 
put up $11,500. 

Holley consented and returned with 
Lamar to Atlanta from Aiken, S. C. 
‘The money was put in 4 suit case and 
tnken to the exchange, Lamar stated. 
and Powers and Hamlin together with 
him and Holley gathered around a 
table in the offices on West Peachtree 
street. Lamar testified that Hamlin 
and Powers both dropped bundles into 
the suit case, which, he said, was sup- 
posedly currency. 

Gleason then entered, he stated, and 
removed the suit case. 

“That was the last we ever saw of 
the $11,500,” Lamar said. 


Prisoners to Testify. 


At this point in Lamar’s statement, 
Judge John D. Humphries, before 
whom several members of the Floyd 
Woodward gang have been tried, éalled 
a recess of court. Lamar will resume 
his testimony at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 

It {s expected that cther buneo 
operators now serving sentences will 
be called to testify for the state be- 
fore conclusion of Gleason’s trial. 

Gleason appeared apparently disin- 
terested in the tedious court procedure. 
He curled a slight growth of waxed 
bair upon his upper lip, pausing ocea- 
sionally to adjust a brilliant green 
cravat,

Poison Only Hope 
In Weevil Fight, 
Is Soule’s Belief 


Athens, Ga., October 3.—(Special.) 
“Farmers of northeast Georgia who 
used poison on their e>tton are to be 
congratulated on the relatively large 
vields they are obtaining,” stated Dr. 
Andrew M. Soule, president of the 
State College of Agriculture, today in 
regard to the croys condition in this 
section of the state. “While many 
were disappointed with the results 
obtained, they should not lose sight 


of the fact that this was one of the | 


most difficult seasons to fight the voll 
weevil we have exper:enced since the 
advent of this pest. Where calcium 
arsenate was used with discretion 
good results have been obtained, 

“The college has advocated the use 
of ealcium arsenate éince it was 
first shown to be the best weapon 
with which to fight the weevil,” said 
Dr. Soule, “and now feels fully jus- 
tified in the position taken. We have 
much to learn about tie use of poison 
yet, and the contradictory results of 
some farmers may lead to an undue 
skepticism in some sections. 

“The most successful planters he- 
eve that where the weevil is fought 
in a safe and sane way, we can raise 
one-half bale per acre and up. It 
is true that it will add considerably 
to the cost, but the consuming pub- 
lic may as well make up its mind to 
pay for it. 

“We feel that from our experience 
this year that the light is breaking 
so far as the future or agriculture is 
concerned, and that we are now re- 
habilitating ourselves on the basis of 
which our future prosperity depends.” 

Dr. Soule stated taat in his esti- 
Clarke county will produce 
60 per cent of a cotton crop, a large 
part of the credit for ihis yield being 
due to the judicious use of caleium 
arsenate,

Paris, October 3.—The @R-3, the 
world’s largest, dirigible. and the 
latest thing in air luxury, wil be 
ready for its trans-Atlantic voyage 
t» the United States éarly in No- 
vember, according to word received in 
official American circles here. 

Whatever use the United States 

makes of this giant craft, it will 
have a super-airship which, according 
to its German constructors, sur- 
passes even the ZR-1 that has just 
completed its St. Wouis voyage. The 
German-built craft, which incidental- 
ly is one of the few items of repara- 
tions that America won from the war, 
is being constructed at the zeppelin 
factories at Friedricksafen, on Lake 
Constance, under me supervision . of 
American naval officers. 
_ The ZR-3, which was provided for 
in the peace treaty, is nearly as big 
as the Woolworth building. Its 
length is 656 feet, with a maximum 
diameter of 90 feet and maximum 
height of 103 feet. 

The craft contains sleeping com- 
partments similar to those of a Pull- 
man, with passenger cabins, a kitchen 
and a luxuriously furnished dining 
room with large windows. 

All around the keel of the ship is 
a corridor in which bunks for twenty 
enlisted men are being built. 

The ship will be driven by two 
thousand horse-power, produced by 
five engines. Two and a half mil- 
lion -cubie feet of hydrogen gas are 
required to fully inflate the huge bag.

On General T rade—Barnum 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 
New York, October 3.—On short 
covering with many stop loss orders 


| reached and executed, the stock mar- 


ket had more of an advance today 
than at any time since the upward 
movement culminated September 12, 
or when the Iron Age reported an 
unfavorable turn in the tron and ateel 


trade. For the past few days signs 
have been increasing that the stock 
market was oversold and tnat a recov- 
ery was overdue. Responsible peo- 
ple in the financial district here 
would not predict how far the re 
covery would go or what would hap 
pen when the outstanding short in- 
terest is eliminated. The answer to 
these questions depends largely on 
what general trade does within the 
next two weeks. 

Today’s Iron Age says that a far. 
ther siight slowing down in iron and 
steel production marks the beginning: 
of the last quarter of the year; that 
consumption continues at a high rate 
though in some lines below that of 
the early summer; that neither huy- 
ers nor sellers are forcing prices, 
realizing that September conditions 
may continue for weeks. September 
pig iron production of 3.125.000 tons 
was off six per cent compared with 
which in turn showed a 
decline of 6 1-2 per cent compared 
with July. 

Daily production for September 
averaged 104,000 tons against 111.000 
for August and 124,000, the peak a® 
the year made in May. It is under- 
stood from trade authorities in Wall 
street that the independent steel man- 
ufacturers are now operating at 67 
per cent capacity against 70 per cent 
a week ago and 92 per cent in May, 
a decline of 25 per cent and that the 
entire industry is running at 73 per 
cent capacity against 75 per cent as 
week ago, 94 per cent in May, a de> 
cline of 17 per cent. 

Much comment was heard in bank- 
ing circles tere today at the action 
of the Woodward Iron company in 
cutting wages fifteen per cent. The 
men threatened to strike, but were 
told by the management they could 
choose a wage cut or a shutdown, 
few men did go on strike. 

A small time loan secured by col-- 
lateral none too good was made today * 
at 6 per cent, a new high for the” 
vear. However, the regular rate con- — 
tinued at 5 1-2 per cent for sixty” 
days and 5 3-4 for 90 days. 

A new low price for the year was. 
made in copper this morning, 13 1-8 
cents being reported on sale. Copper 
men admitted today that their mar- . 
ket is absolutely a buyer’s market. 
Another reduction of 14 cent waée 
also reported in copper for export, ” 
making a cut of 1-2 cent a pound in 
two days. 

Higher money, unsatisfactory con-. 
ditions in the market for new securi- 
ties, uncertainty regarding the yven- 
éral business outlook, account for the 
falling off reported today in the num- 
ber of enterprises floated during the 
month of September. During the past 
month 535 new companies were form- 
ed, each having capital of $100,000 
or more with total capitalization of 
$550.830,000 against 664 companies 
formed in ‘September of last vear with 
total capital of $650.044,000. As a 
result of overproduction in the _ 
industry, the total capitalization o 
new oil companies formed in Sep- 
tember was only 834.515.0000 enone 
trasted with $100,166,000 for the same 
period last ‘year. For the nine 
months of this year. 6.724 new comn- 
panies have been floated with total 
capitalization of $5,.889.257.000. Fer 
the same period of 1922 the ficures 
nore 7,168, and $6,125,955,000 respec- 
tively. 

With Liberty bonds continuing 
soft, more talk is being heard in Wall 
street every day regarding the chances 
of a soldier bonus bill being nassed 
by congress, what the cost of such 
legislation, if passed, will be. and 
how the money required will be 
raised. Many different estimates a:e 
being put out regarding the sum re- 
quired under the proposed bill, but 
so far none has been seen or heard 
calling for less than a billion dollars. 
One Wall street bond man who was 
in the army ahroad and who has 
kent in touch with the proposed legis- 
lation, figures that there were ap- 
proximately five hundred thousand 
men in training here for s period of 
300 days calling for $1 a dav under 
the proposed bill, or a total of $150~ 
000,000; that these same half mil- 
lion men served abroad fcr another 
300 davs. calling for $1.25 a day, or 
$187,000.000: that one million men 
were in training here for 200 dava, 
enlling for $250,000,000;: that 2.000.- 
000 men who did not get across 
were in training here for four months, 
or 120 days, calling for $240.000.- 
000, making a ‘total of $1.027.500.- 
000. He ficures that the total will 
he larger than the foregoing figure 
because of the proposed plang for 
naid-up. instirance and home and 
farm purchases.

BRAND JURY RAPS 
GOVERNOR OF ALA 


Birmingham, Ala., October 3.— 
After returning an indiciment against 
Warden J. D. Evans. charging as- 
sault and battery and attacking Govr- 


ernor Brandon fer what was termed 
use of the armed for-es of the state 
to block an investigation of a mutiny 
at Banner mines, the -‘efferson coun- 
ty grand jury today im its report to 
the court urg red that the succeeding 
body “go to the botiom” of condi- 
tions at Banner. 

The records before the grand jurr 
showed that Warden Evans was in 
charge of the leaseg convicts at Ban- 
ner mines before and after the mutiny 
on Septeraber 10 it vas stated. 

The state convict »oard's “book of 
punishments” which was offered in 
eviaence before the grand jury, con- 
tained a report that i leaders of the 
trouble were given a total of 302 
lashes, some of the convicts receiving 
10 each, while others were given 2i 
each. The whipping strap, a four- 
foot leather instrument, specially cen- 
structed, also was in cvidence before 
ithe grand jury. 


ARMED FORCES 
BLOCKED GATES. 

Birmingham, Ala., October 3.- 
“Armed forces of the state” prevented 
the Jefferson county grand jury from 
making a first-hand investigation of 
the alieged mutiny at Banner Mines, 
September 10, that body today re- 
ported in a presentment to the circuit 
court. A limited investigation dis- 
iclosed conditions that demand action, 


— 


‘the report said. 

After reciting that “we attempted 
to visit the pit in person,” the grand 
jury says by way of observation: 
| ‘The scenes that would have greet- 
ed our eyes must have been more aw- 
ful tkan the public dreams, so great 
and so determined have been the 
measures taken to hide the truth.” 

A writ of prohibition granted br 
the supreme court, upon application 
of the board of convict supervisors 
-and supported by Governor Brandon, 
prevented the grand jury from sub- 
poening convicts who were alleged 
to have been flogged after the alleged 
‘strike at. Banner. Later when the 

grand jury went to the mines, guards 
| prevented its members from entering 
the enclosure. The report eontinued : 

“If the governor has the power to 
prevent investigation of the Banner 
‘mutiny, he has the power to prevent 
legal investigation of crime.’ 

The report adds “we do not believe 
‘that the lawmakers ever intended to 
|} give any person the power to prevent 
investigation of crime.” 
| The grand jury said that “because 
| the mutiny was concealed § at first, 
then covered with the governor's 
| mantle, it does not tend to lead us 
itu believe that no law was violated,” 
| Laws Protect Criminals, 

The body announced that it had 
| written Governor Brandon asking him 
,to request the supreme court as to 
the constitutional rights of future 
‘grand juries in such matters, adding 
‘that “‘we feel this is of such impor- 
tance to the people that the governor 

cannot consistently persist in prevent- 


‘ing the ascertainment of truth by fu- 


, ture grand juries.” 

“Those interested in the conceal- 
ment of truth have been so full of 
nimble strategem that they have con- 
trolled affairs against the demand of 
legally constituted authority,” the re- 
port recited. 
| After declaring that “there are 
laws to protect animals from cruel- 
_ties,”” grand jury asks “are there none 
,erforceable for protection of con- 
'victs?” 

The grand jury said it attempted 
to investigate the mutiny for the pur- 
pose of discovering if any law had 
been violated; the names of the mn- 
tineers so that they might he tried: 
to inquire if in fact they were cheated 
out of their labors by crooked keep- 
ers: if instead of receiving 21 lashes 
as the convict board reported, they 
| recetred 30 or more lashes.” 
| The mutiny was described in 
‘report as “the worst ever known 
an Alabama coal mining prison.”
